Mexico border. Contiguous counties are Uvalde, Dimmit, Val Verde and Zavala. The
City of Eagle Pass was founded in 1849 and has consistently grown in size and
population. The City of Eagle Pass minority population is 22,413. The Hispanic
population represents 94% of the total community.

The long waiting list indicates that the area residents cannot afford housing in the local
mar ket.
